In addition to this, 
there is the 
$25,000 for connecting pipes. 
Beckon- 
ing 250 houses, this wouldgivean aver- 
age of $100 for each connection. 
This 


expense 
would fall especially 
heavy 
upon the smallholders in the sparsely 
settled districts. Where long distances 
have to bo run to reach tho main pipe, 
the cost wouldin many instances reach 
double the sum named. 
Every prop- 


erty holder along the line would be 
compelled to inaugurate 
the new sys- 
tem, under penalty, as the Dispatch 
has aptly put it,ofhaving theproperty 
condemned as a nuisance. 
That means 
that it could not be occupied untilcon- 
nected with the sower system. 


But supposing 
the construction 
of 


the suwor system is attempted 
without 
the issuance 
of bonds. 
How would 
that affect the property holders? 
The 
followingclauses from the law provid- 
ing for the government ofincorporated 
towns willexplain this matter. 
. "Tho expense 
incurred in making 


and repairing sewers in any street shall 
be paid ono-fourth by the owner of the 
lands on one side of said street; one- 
fourth by the owner of the land on the 
other side pf the. street, 
and one-half 
by the city or town out of the sewer 
fund...... 
The amount of said ex- 
penses 
shall become a lien upon said 
lands, which Bhall- take precedence 
of 


all other liens." 


•\u25a0 Ithas been estimated 
by those who 
havo given the 
subject, close 
study, 
that a proper system 
for a city of 
eighteen thousand inhabitants willcost 
at the rate of $20 per capita, the city 
covering an area of 250 acres. 
These 
figures are for an English city, where 
labor and material may be estimated 
at a much lower basis than here. 
The 
town site of Jackson covers 640 acres; 
and even • tho proposed 
abbreviated 
municipality would cover about 
350 
acres. 'In face of these 
facts, and also 
that every foot of right of way for 
sewer pipes through the creek channels 
would havo to be acquired by giftor 
purchase fromprivate owners, the cost 
of anythinglike anefficient system may 
safely 
be placed 
at double the per 


capita given for the more 
compact 
English city. 
This would- make $100,- 


000 for the total cost. 
Let us roughly 
estimate tho main sewers to belaidby 
the authorities 
at 
$75,000, 
leaving 


$25,000 to be borne by the individual 
property ,owners in making connec- 
tions. 
How is thismoney tobe raisod? 
There are only two ways to raise funds 
for such improvements. 
First, by the 
issue of bonds extending over a period 
of years—say 20 years. 
This would 
necessitate a sinking fund of $3750 each 
year to meet the maturing bonds. 
In- 
terest let us figure at fiveper cent; and 
it is doubtful if money could be bor- 
rowed at 
such a rate. 
This would 


make the first annual payment ofin- 
terest 
amount to $3750; making a total 
of $7500 to be raised the first year to 
pay first instalment of principal and 
interest. ,Let us see what sort of a tax 
rate that' would impose upon the prop- 
erty owners in the newly-fledged city 
for the first year of municipal honors:

back 
the 
only sewer 
system 
known inJackson 
was the antiquated 


method of cess-pools inthe natural soil. 
It was believed at that time that ifthe 
thicklysettled portions of town could 
only find an 'outlet for the Rewerag* 
in the creeks, the question ofimproved 
sanitation 
would 
be solved. ;Since 
then many of the business houses, pub- 
lic buildings and private 
residences 


have 
made the creek 
channels 
the 
dumping places 
for sewage; and now 


there is a greater howl about unsatis- 
factory sewerage than there was under 
the primitive regime. 
The strangest 


part of itis that those who have en- 
joyed the privilege of sending 
down 
their refuse for tho benefit' of others, 
are almost a unit in favor, of incorpor- 
ation.

zens are asked to vote incorporation 
first, and study the. consequences 
after- 


ward. - They are called upon to vote a 
few more men into office; whether they 
can accomplish anything in the line of 
permanent 
improvement

consideration. 
Would any reasonable 
man conduct 
his private business 
on 
such a know-no'jhing basis'? 


Tho prevailing idea about a sewer 
system 
seems 
to be that main pipes 


should bo laid along the three creeks, 
with a junction below the 
meeting 
place of the forks; that connecting 
sewers should be laid along the various 
streets at a depth of about a foot from 
tho surface; 
leaving each individual 
property owner to connect 
with the 
street pipes at his own expense. 
The 
cost of sewer pipe, tho expense of dig- 
ging trenches 
and cementing 
joints, 
according to this view, is allthere is 
to it. Such a method, making no pro- 
vision for ventilation, manholes nor 
surface drainage, 
would be a waste of 
money, and inno way tend to promote 
the health of the town.

LANDLESS 
VOTERS 
AND 
A SEW ER SYSTEM. 


In the columns of the L e d g e r of last week there ap­ 
peared an article by R. Webb purporting to be a fair view of 
the incorporation and sewer questions as he sees them from 
his standpoint, which,-of course, is that of a heavy real estate 
owner in Jackson. 
Mr. Webb is a man of generally sound judgment in bus­ 
iness affairs, a practical economist and a successful financier 
and his judgment will have great weight in the coming con­ 
test, hence if his views are one-sided, or illiberal, or mistaken, 
it is of great importance that his article be answered and the 
answer ought to be clear, forcible, and directly pertinent to 
the issue. 
While we do not feel confident to meet these require 
ruents fully without more thorough investigation of the case 
in all its aspects, a few thoughts and facts occur to us which 
may be applicable and of value in reaching a reasonable and 
just decision. 
And, first, to get at the merits of the case, it is necessary 
to treat of an idea which is deemed totally irrelevant and im­ 
pertinent in the case, that is, whether the non-landlord class 
should exercise the right of suffrage. 
Our readers no doubt noticed that the shrewd author of 
the article referred to, picks this question out of the box, as 
it were, reads it, declines to answer and lays it down with the 
wise remark that, as ‘‘the law gives” that class the right to 
discuss the question and vote on it, each must let his own 
conscience decide whether he will meddle with it or uot. 
What a struggle is here proposed for each individual voter, 
who happens to be landless, between the legal right to vote 
and duty of self-abnegation ! ! 
If one were disposed to be 
facetious, he would devote a column to picturing the mental 
strain of half the population of our usually placid town, 
when this momentous question wes first hurled in our midst 
— the bosoms of the non-property owners rent with conflict­ 
ing emotions !! (perhaps). 
But several days have elapsed 
and by this time each of the aforesaid individual voters may 
have signed a truce with his conscience, if that faculty was 
disposed to trouble him. 
He will have decided that it is 
right to talk and vote on all public questions, or that it is 
not right to talk and vote, and in the former case that he will 
do so, or in the latter that he will uot do so, and in either 
case carry an approving conscience; or he may just reverse 
this and then in either case suffer remorse, or, finally, he may 
have decided that the question is too profound for him or that 
he won’t bother yith it at present. 
And so, as the acute 
stage is presumably over, we may dismiss the mooted ques 
tion with one remark. 
Mr. Webb somewhat sadly says: 
“The law gives them the right.” 
That is not exact. 
The 
law simply confirms to them the “inalienable right to lite, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness,” and, says the great 
Declaration, to secure these blessings governments are insti­ 
tuted among men, deriving their just powers from the coa- 
sent of the governed. 
The “consent” was to be a real and active consent not a 
passive and negative one, and hence it is the duty of all, re­ 
gardless of the lands or goods and chattels they may or may 
not possess, to “work and vote” on this question, and what 
has to be decided in the forum of each man’s conscience is 
not whether he will do anything at all, but what he will do 
and which side he will take according to justice and good con­ 
science. 
Let lis lay forever aside the old and barbarous doc­ 
trine that a man when he acquires property, acquires, there­ 
by, .political rights he did uot before possess, and consider it 
definitely settled that character, intelligence and ability are 
worthy of the highest consideration and that equal political 
rights are uot to be questioned in this free republic. 
Mr. Webb says those in favor of incorporation “seem to 
have gone into it blindly,” but if that is true, it would uot 
contribute much to their enlightenment to restrict the discus­ 
sion of the question to land-lords who may be too busy col­ 
lecting rents and paying taxes to study the questioa thor­ 
oughly and take an impartial view. 
Now as to the imputation of slandering the town, it 
amounts to nothing. 
The simple truth is: Jackson has no 
efficient sewer system. 
It needs one and the need is impera­ 
tive. 
If that be slander, make the most of it. 
It is easy to see how the author of the article in the 


“Dispatch” was made to reach an absurd conclusion by a 
mere typographical error, and no doubt he will be able to ex­ 
plain satisfactorily, but Mr. Webb asserts “without fear of 
successful contradiction” that it would cost $100,000 to pro­ 
vide Jackson with a sewer system. 
If the gentleman had 
more knowledge and experience in relation to sewering he 
would have less confidence in his estimate and would not 
make such an assertion for “fear of contradiction.” 
It is 
very certaiu that if Jackson were once surveyed by a compe­ 
tent civil eugitieer, for such a purpose, and a system which 
would be amply sufficient for the town laid out, mapped, aud 
advertised for contract, those who understand such work 
would think it the richest streak of pay ground they ever 
struck at less thau a third of that sum. 
The city of Stockton put in its mains, which are of a 
capacity of at least three times what Jackson would ueed; at 
least five times as long, aud buried at some poiuts about 18 
feet deep, combined with an extensive and costly pumping 
plant, for about $85,000. 
The whole sewer system of Stock­ 
ton on nearly all the streets has cost, according to the official 
records, about $190,000. 
The city is two miles square, with 
streets crossing at right angles every 303 feet. 
There are 
about thirty streets running each way two miles long, or 
about 120 miles of streets. 
Of course uot all these streets 
are yet sewered but a large proportion of them is aud at the 
cost above uamed— $190,000. 
The records show that six 
inch pipe, used 011 mauy streets, is furnished aud put down 
complete, all work done at 25 ceuts a foot in some cases. One 
contract for 10,368 feet, six-iuch pipe, was at 35^ ceuts per 
lineal foot, the pipe being laid several feet deep. 
Eight inch 
pipe, laid five to ten feet deep, was 40 ceuts. 
One whole 
sewer district comprisiug 302 lots aud nearly two miles of 
sewers cost $8,279.84. 
This includes thirty-five manholes, 
with brick walls, iron covers, aud all work done complete. 
These facts will show that the estimate of $100,000 is as 
bliud a guess as any which the writer ofjthe article in the 
“ Dispatch” could have made. 
The Stockton contracts are in many cases for pipe laid 
from ten feet to fifteen feet below the surface; but the mains 
iu Jackson can be laid in the creek with very little ditching, 
or none. 
Competent men say $20,000 is an outside estimate 
for all the sewer which need be furnished at public expense. 
The county should provide a tnaiu dowu the Middle 
Fork to cany sewage from the hospital to a poiut far enough 
below town that the outlet would not be a source of danger 
or annoyauce. 
Let town aud county combine aud divide the 
expense in such a way as may be just. 
The expense of sewering Jackson is not such a formid­ 
able objection as has been imagined. 
Indeed this much 
needed improvement, if made in an economical manner, 
would not be felt as a burden at all, and would add vastly to 
the healthfulness, the comfort and the reputation of the 
county seat.

Incorporation and Sewerage 


E d . L e d g e r : —I propose in this ar­ 
ticle to deal with the question of sew­ 
erage. 
It is because incorporation 
holds out the hope of securing a general 
sewer system, that the advocates of 
that movement are urging the people 
to vote Jackson into a city. 
A few 
years back the 
only sewer system 
known in Jackson was the antiquated 
method of cess-pools in the natural soil. 
It was believed at that time that if the 
thickly settled portions of town could 
ODly find an outlet for the sewerage 
in the creeks, the question of improved 
sanitation 
would 
be solved. 
Since 
then many of the business houses, pub­ 
lic buildings and private residences 
have made the creek channels the 
dumping places for sewage; and now 
there is a greater howl about unsatis­ 
factory soworage than there was under 
the primitive regime. 
The strangest 
part of it is that those who have en­ 
joyed the privilege of sending down 
their refuse for the benefit of others, 
are almost a unit in favor of incorpor­ 
ation. 
Do they begin to realize that 
existing conditions cannot continue; 
that they will be called upon ere long 
to take caro of their sewage upon their 
own promises; and hence start the cry 
of incorporation aud a general sewer 
system. 
No figures are given as to the 
probable cost. 
They estimate the ex­ 
pense in the same way they estimate 
the property value — by guesswork. 
Why leave the public in the dark 
o d 
the vital question of cofit? Why not 
have sorao reputable civil engineer in­ 
vestigate tho matter and submit plans 
and figures. 
That 
would 
be 
the 
straightforward course. 
But no; citi­ 
zens are asked to vote incorporation 
first, and study the consequences after­ 
ward. 
They aro called upon to vote a 
few more men into office; whether they 
cau accomplish anything in the line of 
permanent improvement is an after 
consideration. 
Would any reasonable 
man conduct his private business on 
such a know-nothing basis? 
Tho prevailing idea about a sewer 
system seems to bo that main pipes 
should bo laid along the three creeks, 
with a junction bolow the meeting 
place of the forks; that connecting 
sewers should be laid along the various 
streets at a depth of about a foot from 
tho surface; leaving each individual 
property owner to connect with the 
street pipes at his own expense. 
The 
cost of sewer pipe, the expense of dig­ 
ging trenches and cementing joints, 
according to this view, is all there is 
to it. 
Such a method, making no pro­ 
vision for ventilation, manholes nor 
surface drainage, would be a waste of 
money, and iu no way tend to promote 
the health of the town. 
It has been estimated by those who 
have given the subject close study, 
that a proper system for a city of 
eighteen thousand inhabitants will cost 
at tho rate of $20 per capita, the city 
covering an area of 250 acres. 
These 
figures are for an English city, where 
labor and material may be estimated 
at a much lower basis than here. 
The 
town site of Jackson covers 640 acres; 
and oven tho proposed abbreviated 
municipality would cover about 350 
acres. 
In face of these facts, and also 
that every foot of right of way for 
sewer pipes through the creek channels 
would have to bo acquired by gift or 
purchase from private awnors, the cost 
of anything like an efficient system may 
safely bo placed at double the per 
capita given for the more compact 
English city . 
This would make $100,­ 
000 for the total cost. 
Let us roughly 
ostimate tho main sewers to be laid by 
the authorities 
at $75,000, 
leaving 
$25,000 to be borne by the individual 
property owners in making connec­ 
tions. 
ÍIow is this money to be raised? 
There are only two ways to raise funds 
for such improvements. 
First, by the 
issue of bonds extending over a period 
of years—say 20 years. 
This would 
necessitate a sinking fund of $3750 each 
year to meet the maturing bonds. 
In­ 
terest let us figure at five per cent; and 
it is doubtful if money could be bor­ 
rowed at such a rate. 
This would 
make tho first annual payment of in­ 
terest amount to $3750; making a total 
of $7500 to be raised the first year to 
pay first instalment of principal and 
interest. , Let us see what sort of a tax 
rate that would impose upon tho prop­ 
erty owners in the newly-fledged city 
for the first year of municipal honors: 
For ruuning expenses..................... 0.75 
For sinking fund.............................. 1.00 
For interest......................................... 1 00 


Total per $100............... 
$2.75 
In addition to this, there is the 
$25,000 for connecting pipes. 
Reckon­ 
ing 250 houses, this would give an aver­ 
age of $100 for each connection. 
This 
expense would fall especially hoavy 
upon the small holders in the spat'Boly 
settled districts. Where long distances 
have to bo run to reach tho main pipe, 
tho cost would in many instances reach 
double the sum named. 
Every prop­ 
erty holder along the line would be 
compelled to inaugurate the new sys­ 
tem, under penalty, as the Dispatch 
has aptly put it, of having the property 
condemned as a nuisance. That means 
that it could not be occupied until con­ 
nected with tho sower system. 
But supposing the construction of 
the sewer system is attempted without 
the issuance of bonds- 
How would 
that affect the property holders? The 
following clauses from the law provid­ 
ing for the government of incorporated 
towns will explain this matter. 
“Tho expense incurred in making 
and repairing sewers in any street shall 
be paid ono-fourth by the owner of the 
lands on one side of said street; one- 
fourth by the owner of the land on the 
other side of the street, and one-half 
by the city or town out of the sewer 
fund 
The amount of said ex­ 
penses shall become a lien upon said 
lands, which shall take precedence of 
all other liens.’’ 
As 15 cents on the $100 is the maxi­ 
mum levy for tho sewer fund, out of 
which one-half I he expense of sewers 
must bo paid, it will be seen that sewer 
building by this method must be slow. 
A 15 cent levy would raise only $502.50 
per year, a sum altogether tpo insig­ 
nificant to admit of even a start beinu 
made iu the direction Of a general 
sewer system. 
If any attempt were 
made to put this plan into operation, 
it would simply mean to many of tito 
property owners along the line of im­ 
provement ruin by a shorter route 
than by tho bond method. 
Tho truth is Jackson is far too small 
in population and too poor in taxable 


property to support the grand ideas of 
the incorporationists. 
It is folly for a 
town of less than 5000 population, and 
with less than one million assessment 
roll to dream of incorporation and 
general sewerage. 
Sutter Creek, in 
the days of its prime, tried incorpora­ 
tion, and after a few years of the costly 
experiment, voted it a failure, and 
went out of the city business by gen­ 
eral consent. 
When it quit, it had a 
larger assessment roll than the pro­ 
posed city of Jackson would have as a 
starter. 
In the years of its incorpora­ 
tion, nothing could be done in the way 
of street and sanitary improvement. 
It took all the money they could scrape 
up to defray running expenses. 
And 
so it would be with Jackson. 
Grass 
Valley and Nevada City, each with 
far greater resources in population and 
wealth than Jackson, after many years 
of city government, are now just com­ 
mencing a system of sewerage, and 
many 
owners 
there are finding it 
hard to meet the expenses which it 
entails. 
It is safe to assert, that oven 
if Jackson were incorporated, it would 
bo found utterly impracticable to do 
anything with the sewage question, 
beyond the ono principal business block 
on Main street, aud I do not believe 
tho property owners and business men 
generally care to vote a tax upon their 
interests just for the benefit of that 
district. 
Incorporation for Jackson 
means only a fow more paid officials, a 
year or so of costly experience, and a 
throwing up of the sponge in disgust.

AUKUM NOTES. 


IThe writer joined inone of thesu'ex- 
cursions 
recently, - and 
having 
seen 
some places and objects ofinterest, will 
take pleasure inspeaking briefly of the 
trip for the benefit—more specially of 
the young people who are engaged in- 
thet study of geography 
and general 
history. 
; 
•. 
>: 
Aftera pleasant hour's ride down a 
green valley, bordered on the east by 
a spur of tho Wahsatch 
mountains, 


and on the 
west by the shore lineof 


Great Salt Lake and the mountains 
beyond, wereached 
tho Mecca of the 
Latter Day Saints— Salt 
Lake City. 


As we approached 
tho city we could 
see, towering far above the buildings, 
a glittering golden angel— the Angel 
Moroni—with trumpet ready to sound 
the blast that shall call tho faithful to 
their•reVard. 
Under 
this beautiful 
image we knew 
was ! the celebrated 


Mormon Temple. 
Having only 
two 
hours stay in the city we immediately 
took a car to the tenfplo. Inthe mid- 
dle of the main street approaching 
the 
temple stands a large statue of Brig- 
ham 
Young. 
The 
statue is much 
larger than lifebize, and inbrozo on a 
granite pedestal about twelvefeet high. 
On each side at the base: are historical 
scenes 
in Mormon 
history—all in 


bronze. Passing thismonument to the 
memory ofthe greatest Mormon leader, 
one sees on his lofta high wallof stone, 
whichencircles three sides of tho tem- 
ple. Atthe gate one' reads that visit- 
ors are not allowed to enter the temple, 
but may visit tho*tabernacle, 
which is 


located inthe rear of.the sacred build- 
ing. While the temple does not appear 
largo at firstglance, as you walkaround 
it the immensity becomes apparent and 
you begin to wonder at the industry of 
the people who built it.. Just forty 
years were occupied inits construction. 
The interior of this building' is open 
only to the mombers of tho church of 
Latter Day Saints, so wo didnot enter. 
But we did onter the tabernacle and 
marveled at 
the 
wonderful acoustic 
properties of its auditorium. -As we 
stood at one end 
of .the massive room, 
a man twohundred feet away whisper- 
edtO'us and then dropped a common 
pin on the railing,.both of which wo 
heard distinctly. 
As we passed out of 
this strange 
tortoise-shaped 
building 


we purchased 
a book printed by the 
church, 
the title of which is: 
"Pic- 
tures 
and 
Biographies 
of Brigham 
Young and his Wives"—and he had 
only twenty-six, 
by the way. 
After 
strolling around and 
trying vainly to 


estimate the number 
of rooms inthe 
"LionHouse," which was the homo of 
Brigham Young, we ate lunch inthe 
"California" restaurant 
and boarded 
the train for Saltair, which is eighteen 
miles fromthe city. 
We soon felt the 


refreshing 
sea 
breeze 
and quite wel- 
come it was, after living inthe alkali 
region. 
We passed 
the extensive salt 
works, whore the water is dammed up 
by throwing up the mud from the 
shallow bottom in the form of squares 
and then allowing the sun to evaporate 
the water. 
Thosalt can then bo shov- 
eled up into piles for trapsportatlon 
to refining plants. 


As the water of the lake is very 


shallow and the various ingredients of 
the water are deposited inlarge quan- 
tities along the shore, 
causing odors 
which willnever bo bottled up for 
toiletuse, the "beach" \a builtof wood 
and located 
about half a mile out in 
the lake. 
A very large building of 
four stories and cupola, witharms ex- 
tending out eaoh side into the lake to 
accommodate the bath rooms, of which 
there are several hundred, Is a general 
description of the place. 
The lowor 


flooris devoted to refreshment stands, 
shooting galleries, bowling alleys, etc.

Isitnot right and fair to assume that 
itbe tested to practice before it is con- 
demned? 
"Itis believed by theInsurgents that 
Bryan's election willinsure there inde- 
pendence, and they are encouraged 
to 
hold out. 
The success 
of the Demo- 
cratic party means 
success 
for them. 
Ifthe Tagals quit fightingand take the 
oath of allegiance on that moment the 
'paramount issue' is dead,' and so is the 
Democracy. 
Inthis contest theDemo- 
crats stake their allon the continuance 
of the fighting. Itstrikes one as odd 
that a great party should base its hopes 
of success on the killingand wounding 
of our troops. 
"Willnot a flame of patriotism arise 
up over the land which willtestify that 
at allhazards we willstand by the flag; 
that, come whatmay, we willnot turn 
our backs on the Filipinos, a disgraced 
and dishonored nation? 


"'Ibelieve that we are now ina bet- 
ter position to wage asuccessful contest

have been had the treaty been rejected.' 


"Here, then, we have the real reason 
for this strange parody of Jekyl and 
Hyde. 
He wanted to create the bogy 
of "imperialism' inorder that he migui 
light and overcome 
the monster, 
ii 
Mr.Bryan had opposed the ratification 
of the treaty the FUipinos would have 
gone their way, either into the arms o. 
Spain, or Germany, orinto discordant, 
waning and 
petty 
States. 
At ai. 
events, we would have done with them. 
This would not have suited at all, be- 
cause Mr.Bryan wanted to wage a suc- 
cessful war against 
"imperialism,1 anu 
so imperialism was born, and its actua. 
father was William J. Bryan. 
He v 


now endeavoring 
'to destroy his owii 
child.' Letit be remembered that thi* 
extraordinary dread -of imperialistic 
rule comes from a gentleman 
who ha= 
accepted the nomination of the fusion 
Populists, orPeople's party. The Pop- 
ulist platforms demand that 'the coun- 
try should own and operate 
the rail- 
roads inthe interests of the people.' It 
not that imperialism? 


Mr. Denby then reviews the work oi 
the 
first Philippine Commission, 
ap- 
pointed in January, 
1899, and contin- 
ues: 


"This put Mr.Bryan in the attitude 
ofdesiring independence for the Filipin- 
os very ardently. 
Why should he be- 
come so suddenly imbued with antag- 
onism to the Democratic principle ofex- 
pansion as exemplifiedby allDemocratic 
statesmen from Jefferson to Voorheos? 
Ifhe could stand the annexation of Ha- 
waii, why balk at the acquisition oi 
the Philippines? 
"Mr.Bryan's own explanation is as 
follows; 


- "Mr.Bryan gives as his reasons for 
advising ratification that 'he thought it 
safer to trust the American people to 
give independence to the Filipinosthan 
to trust accomplishment 
of that pur- 
pose to diplomacy with an unfriendly 
nation.' 


"Inhis speech ofApril17, 1900, inthe 
Senate, Mr.Hoar said that he could not 
iorget that Mr. Bryan, 
'unless he is 
much misrepresented, 
used all his pow- 
er and influence 
with those 
of his 
friends who are ready to listen to his 
counsels, 
to secure the ratification oi 
the treaty,' meaning the Paris treaty. 
"There 
were seventeen 
Democratic 
Senators who voted for the ratification. 
A two-thirds majority was necessary. 
The treaty was ratified by one vote. 
1'Mr.Bryan has squarely assumed the 
responsibility of the ratification. 
We 
had taken Manila on August 13, 1898. 
In December 1898, Spain had made a 
treaty ceding the islands to us. 
We 
had occupied 
them until February 5, 


1899. On that day Aguinaldo made war 
onus, our soldiers having to fight for 
their lives. 
The treaty was ratified on 
February^, 1899. 
Mr.Bryan advised 
his friends in the Senate 
to vote to 
ratify the treaty after the battle of 
February sth had been fought. 
He 
knew that war had begun. 
He might 
have readily foreseen 
what complica- 
tions might possibly occur out of the 
existing conditions. 
Then was the time 
to have talked about the 'consent of 
the governed' and not now, when every 
speech he makes adds ten names to the 
rollof our d&ad and one hundred to the 
Filipinodead. 
"Mr.Bryan, having the undoubted 
poiyer toprevent the ratificationof the 
treaty, actually by his own confossion 
advised itsratification. 
Neither inlaw 
nor inmorals can ho be permitted now 
to secure political advantage from de- 
nouncing a course ofconduct which he 
himself advised. 
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Hon. Charles Denby of Indiana, a 
life-longDemocrat, has written aletter 
urging the re-election of President Mc- 
Kinley. 
It is entitled "Bryan's atti- 
tude toward the Philippines," and is 
made public by theRepublican National 
Committee. 
The letter, in part, is a» 
follows: 


[Hon.Charles Denby, soldier, lawyer, 


diplomatist, journalist,'was born June 
16, 1830,'at Mount Joy, Va. In1853 he 
went to Evansville, Ind., and became 
assistant editor of the Evansville "En- 
quirer." In1856 he was elected aRep- 
resentative to the Indiana Legislature. 
In 1881 he was prominent in. raising 
volunteers forthe Union army and was 
commissioned Lieutenant Colonel of an 
Indiana regiment. 
He served until1863 
and was promoted to Colonel for gal- 
lant conduct. In1885 he was appointed 
by President Cleveland United States 
Minister to China. 
President 
McKin- 
ley made him a member 
of the first 
Philippine Commission as arepresenta- 
tive Democrat 
and an accomplished 
diplomat.]

There are peopleVho, when the use 


sf a word is in controversy and they

tactics when their specious pleadings

One of their 


cries was that there were nine million 
mortgaged farms in the United Btates, 
indwhen the census for 1890 showed 
that' there were 
only four-and-a-half 
million farms in the United States, 
mortgaged and unmortgaf ed, ths most 
jealous • ones repudiated the census and 
went on withthe oldbattle cry. 
As an 


answer to the tremendous and unparal- 
leled favorable balance of trade between 
our nation and the res* of the world,as 
disclosed by custom honse records,' the

pose of the Republican partyis to "be- 
stow upon national banks the power to 
issue and control the volume of paper 
money for their ownbenefit."

rency lawgives to the greenbacks a per-, 
manent place inour monetary system, 
with redemption and reissue, aud that 
italso provides for the issue of nearly 
COO millions in silver tobe kept at a 
parity withgold by forceof a soverign 
legal tender provision and receipt for 
public dues.'. The utter falsity of the 
charge is proven by the measure itself. 


In 


\u25a0opposition to this measure it is 


claimed jby Mr. Bryan ana his 
per- 


sonal property party that this feature 
of the currency is a "step forward in 
the Republican policy which aims to 
discredit the soverign right of the na- 
tional government 
to issue all money 


whether coin or paper." 


• The national bank notes are not a 
legal tender and no one lias to accept 
them unless b« wishes 
to, but as they 


are secured 
amindaritly the people are 


given- a safe currency and a more flexi- 
ble currency than the government could 
otherwise supply. 


Banks may now surrender a part or 
allof their note circulation at any time 
and - take it out again at any time in- 
stead of waiting six months 
between 


surrender 
and reissue as under the old 
law. This is to enable them to with- 
draw their currency when not needed 
and take itout again when needed as in 
the event of a financial stringency. 


Incase the new 2 per cent bonds are 
deposited as security for the notes the 
tax on circulation is reduced from one 
per cent per annum to one-half of one 
per cent per annum. 
This was done to 


facilitate the refunding feature of-the 
law and which has already saved the 
government eight millionsof dollars.- 
• 
'To give needed bankingfacilities 
to 


the smaller 
towns of the country na- 


tional banks 
having only f25,000 in 
capital may be established in towns hav- 
ingnot more than 3000 population, and 
intowns having more than 3000 people 
and 
less 
than 
6000, banks .having a 
capitalization of 150,000 
may be estab- 


lished. 
To show the answering need 
for this provision itmay be stated that 
more than 60 per cent of the ne.w banks 
formed since the passage of this meas- 
ure have been capitalized at $50,000 or 
less and are in places having a popula-' 
tionof 6000 or under. 


The new currency law enacted by a 
Republican 
congress 
and signed by a 


Republican president and pnt into oper- 
ationinMarch of this year makes some 
important modifications of the national 
banking law ag itwas. 
Among these 
changes are the following:

Banks may now issue their notes as 


currency to the face value of the bonds 
deposited 
as security for such currency 


instead of to only 90 per cent of the par 
value as heretofore, provided that the 
market value of snch bonds does not 
fall below the face value.

words the government

ownbonds as good security to the full, 
face value of the bonds unless they fall 
below par, which is highlyimprobable.

The government willreceive it for 
alldues and willnot force itout ifnot 
wantedifthere be other forms ofmoney 
available forpaying its debts.

Allthe silver certificates 
except 
10 
per cent are to be in denominations of 
less than $10. 


With the viewof making silver cir- 
culate at its face value several 
devices 
are resorted tounder this new currency 
law. 
Allthe greenbacks of denominations 
lets than $10 are tobe withdrawn and 
reissued inhigher denominations. 


\u25a0 Only one-third of the issue of notes 
of any national bank is to be in de- 
nominations 
as lowas $5, and nothing 
lowerthan that. 


"* 


But the lawdoes not give the. secre- 
tary any power to maintain the parity 
of silver withgold byjfx^nnsinjrgbld 
for silver out of the re«k^ iou fnud. 
Hemayexchange any gold that happens 
to be in the general f'uud- for silverif 
he wishes to,but he can not take a dol- 
lar for that purpose out of theredemp- 
tion fund or sell bonds to get gold for 
that purpose or in any other way di- 
rectlyredeem silver withgold. 
!And yet to the extent of 53 cents in 
each dollar silver isin effect a promise 
to pay gold and ifthe promise is not 
kept down willgo the silver dollar to 
less than half its face value. 


The silver in these dollars is worth 


one-third less than when the silver was 
bought. 
The silver in each dollar is 
now worthabout 47 cents. If the gov- 
ernment 
store of silver were thrown 
upon the market it would go lower. 


The new law says: 
"Allforms of 
money issued or coined by the United 
States shall be .maintained at a parity 
of value (with gold) and it shall be the 
duty of the secretary 
of the treasury 


tomaintain such parity." 


That is what the country has done for 


silver. 
Now what willsilver do for 


the country? 


Besides 
the increase in fractional sil- 


ver this willadd $45,000,000 insilver to 
the volume of currency after all the 
notes of 1890 are taken up and destroy- 
ed, and willbring the whole amount of 
silver incirculation up to 578 million 
dollars, mostly however in proxy cer- 
tificates.

Under the act of 1890 
the govern- 


ment bought 
168,674,682.53 
ounces of 


silver giving in payment foritits notes 
tothe amount of 1155,931,002.25.

this silver allbeen coined itwouldhave 
made

silver is tobe coined under the new law 
and as coined willbe issued in the form 
of silver certificates 
and as the silver 


certificates are paid out the notes which 
the government 
gave for the silver will 


be taken up and destroyed. 


And that is not the only addition in 


the way of silver to the currency in the 
United States whichthe newlawmakes. 


There has been a demand for more 


fractional silver than the law provided 
for coining. 
The statute fixed the limit 


at 60 million dollars, but in obedience 
toan absolute necessity the government 
has issued 
8Q millions in fractional 


silver. 
The new act authorizes 
the 


coinage of enough 
to bring itup to 100 


milliondollars, thus finding a place for 
20 millionsadditional silver currency. 


Therefore the silver has to circulate 


fey proxy—in the form of silver certifi- 
rates. 


There isless than one silver dollarin 


circulation in this country for each in- 
habitant. 
The country simplydoes not 


want to use the dollar of the fathers. 
Itis too big and heavy. 


Silver has been given a good place in 


our new currency system. 
Allhas been 


done forit that can be done withsafety 
and the management 
of the treasury 


willhave tobo both prudent and loyal 
ifit be not found that more nas been 
done for silver than ought tohave been 
tone. Ifthere has been error it has 
been on the side of friendliness to an 
increased use of silver. 


SOMETHfifG AB'OW THE WAR. 


The Republican

ingold set aside for that purpose, a per- 
fectly easy thing to do so long as the 
control ofthe national treasury isin the 
hands of financiers and not conned to 
the untender 
mercies of financial ad- 


venturers.

the withdrawal from 


circulation of the nearly 300 millions 
of national bank notes and the substi-
